London. June 12.—Coming at a time

when British arm s aro successful on 
the western front, the note of Presi­ 


dent Wilson to Russia setting forth 
.tha war aims of the United 8tates has 
created one of the biggest sensations 
since the war started. 
Its effect, has 
been general, being felt In the cen­ 
tral powers as well as in the allied 
countries 
. * 
In some circles the Wilson state­ 
ment Is considered even g re a te r than 
/the peace term s stated some months 
mg© by Prem ier Lloyd George. 
One 
result of the note already seen is that 
President Wilson has been elevated to 
h higher position as spokesman for 
the allies than he had previously oc­ 
cupied. 
As predicted, the United States Is 
grewing more and more powerful In 
the alliance which Is fighting to crush 
Germaii m ilitarism 
The 
questions 
most generally asked In 
connection 
with the result of the note on Rus­ 
sia are^ 
(1) Will the note keep the 
Russian people In the war until vic­ 
tory is attained? (2) Will it help to 
bring order out of chaos In Russia? 
(8) Will It lengthen or shorten the 
w ar? 
England lost no time in stating her 
war aims. A note has been dispatch­ 
ed to Petrograd reaffirming the dec­ 
larations made by President Wilson 
¿fee?T ' 
W. 
It is believed that statem ents will 
be forthcoming soon from Berlin and 
Vienna giving a broader 
considera­ 
tion of their war alms than have yet 
been announced. 
The 
International 
socialistic peace conference at Stock­ 
holm has lost much of its importance, 
due to the widespread results which 
are already apparent from the Ameri­ 
can note to Russia. 


Incidentally, this announcement re­ 
lieves the latent feeling of 
anxiety 
here that the officers or gun crews 
of American m erchant vessels would 
be shot should they be captured by 
Germans. 
The men taken from the 
m erchant vessels by the Moewe have 
the status of prisoners, according to 
the understanding here, because Ger­ 
many recognizes armed m erchantm en 
as auxiliary cruisers. 
Germany’s original 
announcement 
that she would 
not 
recognize the 
United States as an additional enemy, 
was made at a time when it had been 
believed that the United States would 
content Itself with supplying funds, 
munitions, etc., to the entente. 
At 
present 
the 
following 
belligerent 
moves among others are in progress: 
.American destroyers are co-operating 
with the allied navy in clearing the 
seas of subm arines; American 
w ar­ 
ships have taken over certain por­ 
tions of the Atlantic patrol; an Amer­ 
ican expedition to Prance has been 
authorized and American officers and 
soldiers are now on French soil; an 
American army to do Its part in ac­ 
tive operations is in process of for­ 
mation 
fob ,

It is considered certain here 
that 
Germany can be depended on to take 
some action very soon to bring thé 
existence of the war home to 
the 
United States. 
Already there is a 
general belief here that a proclam a­ 
tion by Germany declaring the entire 
coast of the United States within the 
subm arine barred zone is ready to be 
issued in Berlin.

GERMAN SUBS 


LOOSEN UP AND 
GET MORE BOATS 


London, June 12.—In reply to the 


Russian governm ent’s request for a 
statem ent of the British war 
aims. 
Great Britain has forwarded to Pet­ 
rograd a note in which it expressed 
hearty acceptation nnd approval of 
the principles which President Wil­ 
son laid down in his historic message 
to congress. 
The British government 
believes, broadly speaking, that the 
agreem ents made from time to time 
with B ritain’s allies are conformable 
to these standards. 
The purpose of Great Britain at the 
outseU, says the note, was to defend 
the existence of the country and en­ 
force rqspect for international agree­ 
ments. 
Since then there 
has 
been 
added that of “liberating populations 
oppressed by alien 
tyranny,” 
The 
note bespeaks not only the liberation 
of Poland by Russia, but of that sec­ 
tion of Poland within the dominions 
of the Germanic empires. 
Follow ing is the text of G reat B rit­ 
ain’s reply to the request from the 
Russian governm ent on May 3 for 
an exposition of the British war aims: 
“In the proclamation to the Rus­ 
sian people enclosed with the note 
it is said that free Russia does not 
purpose to dominate other peoples or 
take from them their national pat 
rimony, or forcibly occupy 
foreign 
territory. 
In thi* sentim ent the B rit­ 
ish Government hiartilv concurs They 
did not enter the war as a war of 
conquest; they are not continuing it 
for such object. Their purpose at the 
outset was to defend the existence o 
their country and enforce respect for 
international engagements. 
To the3( 
objects now hAve been added that ot 
liberating populations oppressed 
b; 
alien tyranny. 
“They heartily rejoice, 
therefore 
that free Russia has announced he> 
intention of liberating Poland, not 
only Poland ruled by the old Russian 
autocracy, but equally that within the 
.dominion of the Germanic empires 
In this enterprise the British demo 
cracy wishes Russia Godspeed. 
“Beyond everything we m ust see 
such settlem ent as will secure 
ih 
happiness and contentm ent of peoplet 
and take away all legitim ate qauaef 
of future war. 
“The British government 
heartily 
joins with their Russian allies in their 
acceptance and approval of the prin­ 
ciples laid down by President Wilson 
in bis historic messages to the Amer­ 
ican congress. These are the aims on 
which the British peoples are fight­ 
ing. 
These are the 
principles 
by 
ivhich their war policy is and will be 
guided. 
“The British government 
believes 
that, broadly speaking, 
the 
agree­ 
m ents they have from time to time 
made with their alliejB are conform ­ 
able to these standards, but if the 
Russian governm ent so desires it is 
quite safe with its allies to examine 
and, if need be, to revise these agree­ 
m ents.”
